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ORIGIN OF CHRISTMAS SEALS 
Nearly $1,9»ij,O00 lias been raised 
by Rod Cross ChriBlmas seals in the 
last sit years, and yet many people 
who will buy the e holiday stickers 
at this seventh annual sale do not. 
know how 
the charity stamp idea 


originated. 
It was war that brought fo rth ^ h e 
charity stamp—our Civil war of ’61 to 
’66. Some of your grandmothers first 
played “postolflce” with stickers sim­ 
ilar to Red Cross seals way back in 
1862, when they conceived the idea of 
selling stamps at fairs for the benefit 
of the relief funds for the soldiers’ 
hospitals at Boston, Brooklyn and else­ 
where. 
Nearly a million dollars was 
raised in this way before 1865. 
After the war this method of raising 
money was discontinued in this coun­ 
try, although it found vogue in many 
European countries. 
There are now 
several thousand different types of 
charity stamps used in all parts of 
the world, as many as forty being 
us«'d In Austria for children’s hospitals 
alone. 


Stamps on seals were first used to 
get money for the anti-tuberculosis 
crusade in Norway and Sweden in 
1904. 
To Jacob Hits, the well-known 
social worker of New York, and to 
iMi^s Emily P, Dissell, the energotic 
secretary of the Deleware Rod Cross 
society, jointly belong the honor of 
secretary of the (Delaware Red Cross 
Christmas Seal. 
In 1907 Mr Riis’ in­ 
terest was aroused by the receipt of 
a Christmas tuberculosis stam p on a 
letter from Norway, 
lie published an 
article about thin queer-looking stam j 
and suggested some possible uses for 
it in this country. 
Miss Bituell at 
once saw an opportunity here and pre­ 
pared a stamp, from the sale of which 
her society realized $3,000 for tuber­ 
culosis work. s<> impressed was she 
with this success that she induced tin 
American Red Cross to take up the 
sale In 1908 on a national basis. W ith 
very little organization the sale that 
year brought i $186,000. Last year th 
•ale was Increased to nearly 45,000,000 
seals, netting, $450.000 for the ant 
tuberculosis campaign.

In denouncing child labor, the asso­ 
ciation holds that race suicide finds 
its most potent oreating force in the 
premature work of children. The plat­ 
form decries the white slave traffic 
which it declares to exist despite all 
statem ents to the contrary. 
It de- 
clarea that although the laws of Oiyo 
protect the property riuhts of women, 
adequate and equal protection is not 
given their personal rights. 
.Regarding the movement for uni­ 
form divorce laws, the Ohio suffra­ 
gists go on record as opposing any 
such general movement until all the 
women of the country shall have had 
the right, to speak their sentiments on 
the question.
